THE ARMY SCHOOL OP NURSING 

The Surgeon General, Washington, D. C, is sending out the following gen- 
eral statement of information concerning the new Army School of Nursing: 

The Army School of Nursing established by the Surgeon General under the 
Medical Department of the Army, offers to women desiring to care for the sick 
and wounded soldiers a course leading to a diploma in nursing, should the mili- 
tary hospitals continue in operation for the full period of the course. Should 
the cessation of hostilities occur before the completion of this period, credit for 
all branches of nursing completed will be given in a certificate by the Army 
School of Nursing, which certificate will entitle the holder to recognition by such 
civil hospital training school as may subsequently accept her as a student. The 
school is located in the Surgeon General's Office, Washington, D. C. ; the training 
will be given in the various military hospitals and through such affiliations as 
may be required to complete the course. 

The military hospitals will provide experience in surgical nursing, including 
orthopedic, eye, ear, nose and throat; medical, including communicable, nervous 
and mental diseases. Experience in the diseases of childrn, gynecology, obstetrics, 
and public health nursing will be provided through affiliations in the second or 
third year of the course. 

Lectures, recitations and laboratory work will be given in the required sub- 
jects, each hospital assigned as a training camp having its director, staff of 
lecturers, instructors and supervisors, and teaching equipment. 

The course extends over a period of three years. Credit of nine months, or 
approximately an academic year will be given to graduates of accredited colleges. 
Credit of three or more months will also be given to students who have had two 
or more years of college or in approved technical schools that have included 
prescribed courses in the sciences. 

The three years will be divided into a preliminary term of four months which 
will also be a probationary period, a junior year of eight months, an intermediate 
year of twelve months and a senior year of twelve months. Out of this period 
a vacation of one month for each year in the school will be granted. 

The hours of duty on the ward will be arranged in accordance with the re- 
quired class work. During the preliminary course they will not exceed six hours 
daily and thereafter eight hours. 

Admission 

Candidates desiring to be considered for admission to the Army School of 
Nursing should make application in person or in writing, or through the Division 
Directors of the Bureau of Nursing of the American Red Cross, to the Surgeon 
General of the Army. 

Special consideration will be given to those candidates who have taken the 
course in Elementary Hygiene and Home Care of the Sick under the auspices 
of the American Red Cross, providing they meet the requirements for admission 
to the Army School of Nursing, and such candidates are advised to apply for 
the application blanks to the division directors of the Bureau of Nursing or the 
instructors of the course in Elementary Hygiene and Home Care of the Sick. 
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Candidates will be admitted in accordance with the needs of the service, the 
first class entering on or about July 1, 1918. 

They will be assigned to the various training camps and to the services pro- 
vided through affiliations as may be determined by the Dean of the Army School 
of Nursing. 

To be eligible to the Army School of Nursing, candidates must be between 
21 and 35 years of age, in good physical condition and of good moral character. 
They must be graduates of recognized high schools or present evidence of an 
educational equivalent. 

Expenses 

No tuition fee is required. The students will be provided with board, lodging 
and laundry through the period of the course, and with the required text books. 
They will be required to provide themselves with indoor uniforms for the pre- 
liminary course, and upon its successful completion, with an outdoor uniform and 
such additional indoor uniforms as are required during their residence in the 
school. A monthly allowance of fifteen dollars ($15.00) to meet these and other 
school expenses will be provided, except for the period of affiliation. 

Full instructions concerning the uniform and general equipment for service 
in the military hospitals will be sent to each applicant upon the acceptance of 
her application. 

Illness 
A student is entitled to medical treatment while on duty. This will ordi- 
narily be furnished at the hospital to which she is assigned ; but in proper cases 
the Surgeon General may order a student's transfer to and treatment in, some 
other Army hospital. When the treatment required by a student on duty cannot 
otherwise be had, the necessary civilian service may be employed as authorized 
by Army Regulations. Bills contracted by a student for medical care while on 
leave or absent without leave cannot be allowed. Time lost by illness if exceed- 
ing two weeks in any one year must be made up. 

Examinations 

Examinations, both practical and theoretical, will be held at the completion 
of the preliminary term, at the end of each course of lectures, and at the com- 
pletion of each year. The passing of the examination combined with the gen- 
eral record — which includes practical work, conduct and general class work — 
will determine the advancement of the student into a higher class. 

The decision as to the propriety of retaining the student in the school upon 
the completion of the probationary period will be made by the Dean upon the 
recommendation of the Director under whom the student has taken the course. 
The connection between the student and the school may be severed by either side 
at any time during the period of training if so desired. Students who have of 
their own volition severed their connections with the school will not be reinstated 
unless the reasons submitted at the time of their withdrawal be considered ade- 
quate. Discipline shall accord with that governing the members of the Army 
Nurse Corps. 

Graduation 

Candidates for graduation must have completed the prescribed course of 
three years — or such period as may be necessary to supplement the credits al- 
lowed — and passed their final examination. 

Upon the completion of the course the students will become members of 
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the regular Army Nurse Corps in the order of the vacancies, or should there be 
no vacancies, they would be placed on the list for appointment as vacancies occur. 

They will be eligible for registration in any state except that those students 
to whom credit for collegiate or technical work shall have been given, will not 
be eligible for registration in those states requiring the full three years course 
in a hospital. They will also be eligible for membership in the American Nurses' 
Association, the National Organization for Public Health Nursing, enrollment 
in the nursing service of the American Red Cross and for advanced courses in 
the teaching, administrative and public health nursing fields.

AN APPEAL TO THE PRESIDENTS OF THE STATE ASSOCIATIONS

It is earnestly desired that every state will at once adjust its plans so 
as to be ready to pay dues to the American Nurses' Association in Decem- 
ber, 1918, on the new basis of membership. To accomplish this, the chairman 
of the Revision Committee is asking the cooperation of all the state presidents.

NURSES WANTED FOR PANAMA CANAL HOSPITALS 

Applicants should be between the ages of 20 and 35 years (although un- 
usually well qualified nurses may be considered up to 40 years), graduates of 
schools for trained nurses having at least a two years' course, and have had at 
least one year's subsequent experience in a modern and well equipped hospital. 
They must be American citizens and, if foreign born, must submit satisfactory 
proof of citizenship. These positions are usually subject to competitive civil 
service examinations, but the eligible register of the Civil Service Commission 
is exhausted and this office has been given authority to appoint without examina- 
tion to avoid delay. The entrance salary is $85 a month, with laundry of uni- 
forms, but without subsistence. All female nurses will be furnished subsistence 
when present for duty, for which a deduction of $20 a month will be made from 
their salaries. Free steamship transportation will be furnished from New York 
or New Orleans to the Isthmus, salary beginning on date of sailing. Yearly 
leave with pay up to 61 days may be allowed. For further information, applica- 
tion form, etc., write Chief of Office, The Panama Canal, Washington, D. C.

— The California State Nurses' Association held its fifteenth 
annual convention in Fresno, May 29-31, all the district associations being well 
represented. Interesting papers were presented on Private Duty, by Miss A. 
Suter, San Diego; Nursing Journals and What They Mean to Nurses, E. T. Van 
Eman, Los Angeles District; Our First Year in the War and Its Impress on 
Nurses and Nursing, Anna C. Jamme, Sacramento District; Tuberculosis, Mrs. 
E. S. Edson, Sacramento District; Social Insurance, W. A. Waterman, San 
Francisco District; Mental Nursing, Mrs. E. J. Conzelman, San Joaquin Dis- 
trict. Much of the convention was given over to the work of the Red Cross. Miss 
L. L. White, director of the Pacific Division, Red Cross Nursing Service, ar- 
ranged an evening meeting on the 30th, at which addresses were given by Mr. 
H. Glass, chairman of the Fresno Chapter, Anna C. Jamme, Edith Bryan and 
Private Smith of the 73rd Seaforth Highlanders, who told his experiences in the 
trenches. The constitution and by-laws were amended to conform to the national, 
and reports showed a large increase in membership. These officers were elected: 
President, Louise Groth; vice presidents, Lillian L. White, Mary I. Cole; sec- 
retary, Mrs. J. H. Taylor; treasurer, Clara A. Saunders; district directors, No. 1, 
Mrs. A. G. Bell; No. 2, Josephine Guess; No. 6, Mary A. Ribzinski; No. 9, Mrs.

Connecticut: Hartford. — The Hartford Hospital held graduating exercises 
for a class of forty-two on May 31, at the nurses' residence. The address was 
given by Mary Grace Hills, superintendent of the Visiting Nurse Association of 
New Haven. Senior prizes were awarded to Mary L. Scovil, Polly K. Scovil and 
Elizabeth J. Riddell; intermediate prizes to Sigrid M. Johnson and Edith M. 
Davis; junior prizes to Lydia Bulkeley and Kezzie E. Borden; special prizes 
in dietetics to Sophia M. Kjellson and Lucy M. Beach. 

Illinois. — Graduating exercises have been held by many Illinois schools for 
nurses during May and June. A significant fact about commencements and social 
functions for the classes of 1918 has been the marked simplicity of them. 
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Banquets have been replaced by teas and no formal invitations have been issued. 
Most of the programs were distinctly patriotic. Chicago. — The class of 1918 of 
Michael Reese Hospital has enrolled as a body for the Red Cross Service. 
Northwestern University, June 12 granted diplomas to thirty-nine nurses 
from Mercy Hospital, twenty-five from Wesley Hospital and fourteen from 
Evanston Hospital. Mercy Hospital held a reunion at Coolidge Memorial 
Club, on June 13, with a hundred and fifty graduates present. Enter- 
tainment included music by the Jackie Band from Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station and a talk by Sergeant McAndrews of the British Expeditionary Forces. 
Three thousand nurses of Illinois visualized to the public the war needs of the 
profession by a wonderful Red Cross parade on June 15, in charge of 
Mary C. Wheeler, with a committee of twenty prominent nurses, who 
marched at the head, following Colonel Alvar Bornique. There were in line one 
hundred fifty Red Cross nurses from Camp Custer, Great Lakes and Camp Grant. 
The hospital corps men from Great Lakes marched with their first aid equip- 
ment. There were five military and naval bands. Commanding officers of the 
camps as well as Dr. Arthur Dean Bevan, president of the American Medical 
Association, were in line. A thousand student nurses marched under the banner, 
"In Preparation." The reviewing stand at the Art Institute held many dis- 
tinguished guests. The finale was impressive, when all of the marchers gathered 
in Grant Park and facing the stars and stripes gave the pledge of allegiance. 
The Passavant Hospital held its annual commencement for a class of eight 
nurses on May 23 at the New England Congregational Church. Addresses were 
given by Mrs. Ira Couch Wood and Rev. J. Allen Leas. St. Joseph's Hospital 
Alumnae Association, on April 24, celebrated the twenty-second anniversary 
of its organization and the twenty-fifth of the opening of the training school. 
The day of graduation is always known as School Day and the alumnae always 
gather for this occasion. This year an entertainment was given by the student 
nurses, after which Sister Camilla presented a silver pencil to each graduate. 
A like gift will be sent to each nurse in active Red Cross service. After the 
luncheon, an address was given by Very Rev. F. X. McCabe. St. Joseph's Hos- 
pital is offering a three months' course in anaesthesia and in routine laboratory 
methods. The laboratory work is taught during intervals when anaesthetics are 
not scheduled. This work consists in the routine chemical and microscopical ex- 
amination of urine, feces and stomach contents. The work also covers the 
methods of blood counting and the examination of smears for the identification 
of the more common pathogenic bacteria. The fee for the course is $150 and 
includes room, board and laundry. The Illinois Training School for Nurses 
held commencement exercises on May 28. Hon. Peter Reinberg and Mrs. Ira 
Couch Wood gave the principal address and Dr. Julia Holmes Smith and Mary 
C. Wheeler awarded the diplomas. All but three of the graduates have enrolled 
for Red Cross service. The Second and Thhid Districts gathered in joint ses- 
sion on June 8, at Elgin, and were addressed by Adda Eldredge, Interstate Sec- 
retary. District Thirteen held a meeting June 4, in Pana, a small mining 
community in a remote part of the district, and its nursing and public health 
activities are much below par. A symposium of public health subjects was given 
by nurses engaged in the various lines of school nursing, tuberculosis nursing, 
etc., of Springfield, Decatur, Jacksonville and Monticello. The community was 
represented at the meeting by prominent lay-men and women. The district 
members had a hard trip, but feel that the purpose of the meeting, in arousing 
a community conscience, was accomplished.

Agnes 
Rassmussen, Blanch Alexander and Lillian Gilbert have accepted positions at 
the Portage County Hospital, Ravenna, Ohio. Miss Gault of Baltimore has re- 
signed her position as night supervising nurse at the Jane McAllister Hospital 
to take up Red Cross work; Evadine Alexander of the West Side Hospital, 
Chicago, will succeed her. Martha Heil, superintendent of the Jane McAllister 
Hospital, is to be the recruiting officer for Red Cross work in Lake County. 

Indiana: Fort Wayne. — The Lutheran Hospital Nurses' Alumnae As- 
sociation, at a recent meeting, decided to contribute $25.00 to the Red Cross, in 
lieu of the annual outing. One-third of the members of the association are in 
Red Cross service and others are expecting to be called. Katherine Schmidt, 
class of 1915, has accepted a position as night superintendent of the City Hos- 
pital, Van Wert, Ohio. 

Iowa. — The Iowa State Registered Nurses' Association held its fifteenth 
annual convention at Hotel Julien in Dubuque, May 28 and 29, 117 delegates be- 
ing present. Paul Rankin, the secretary of the Commercial Club, gave the ad- 
dress of welcome, to which Clara L. Crane responded. Ann J. Jones, the presi- 
dent, emphasized in her address the great need of nurses for active service. 
After reports of the local associations and a greeting from the chairman of the 
State Red Cross Committee, the morning session closed with reports of the recent 
Cleveland convention. At the afternoon meeting, Dr. Caroline Hedger of Chicago 
related her experiences in Belgium, where she helped to combat the typhoid epi- 
demic of the first few months of the war. Dr. Mary Killeen followed with a paper 
on Venereal Diseases, and Alice Langley Leake of Burlington spoke on the value 
to a nurse of affiliating with nursing organizations. The nurses were then taken 
in automobiles to some of the attractive places in Dubuque. The evening banquet 
was enjoyed by 125 nurses and guests, and $33 was gathered as a free will offer- 
ing for the work in Belgium. Later, Minnie H. Ahrens, director of the Central 
Division, spoke on the Red Cross. The Wednesday morning session opened with 
a clinic at Findly Hospital. Mary Haarer, the superintendent of the Iowa State 
University Hospital, announced a summer course at that university similar to 
the one now being given at Vassar. Governor Harding followed, urging the 
nurses to enroll that our soldiers might be properly cared for. At the close of 
the session, the tellers announced the following officers elected: President, Mary 
Haarer, Iowa City; vice presidents, Helen Peterson, Sioux City, Helen Hartley, 
Des Moines; secretary, Gyda Bates, Cedar Rapids; treasurer, Wilhelmina Giese- 
mann, Dubuque. The revised constitution and by-laws were approved. The 
appointment of a Library Committee was authorized, with instructions to place 
a copy of the Journal in each training school and city library in the state. Des 
Moines was decided upon as the place to hold the 1919 meeting and other meet- 
ings during the period of the war. Des Moines. — The nurses of District No. 7 
organized on April 3, with the following officers: President, Emma Wilson, Des 
Moines; vice presidents, Margaret Hager, Colfax, Nettie Brock, Des Moines; 
secretary, Ann J. Jones, Des Moines; treasurer, Mrs. Evelyn Grand Pre. A 
second meeting was held on June 5, at which a constitution and by-laws were 
adopted. Mrs. W. J. Wohlgemuth reported the work done by the Red Cross Com- 
mittees of the state ; Des Moines has eighty nurses in the service, more than any 
other city in the state. Miss Hartley announced that a six weeks' summer course 
in public health work has been established in Des Moines, which has been ap- 
proved by the national organization, and in which the United States Government 
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is cooperating, so as more effectively to cope with the health situation around 
Camp Dodge. The Des Moines Red Cross Chapter entertained 95 nurses who 
were in the city in April taking the state examinations, at a banquet on April 25. 
Dr. Lewis Schooler, who served in the war of 1898 and who was responsible for 
the introduction of women nurses into the army at that time, spoke on the Evolu- 
tion of Army Nursing, emphasizing the marked improvement since that time in 
the care of our soldiers. The Des Moines General Hospital, on May 15, gradu- 
ated a class of five, the principal address being given by Rev. C. W. Cole and 
the diplomas presented by Dr. S. L. Taylor. The Iowa Lutheran Hospital held 
commencement exercises on May 22, at the First Swedish Lutheran Hospital. 
Dr. Charles Ryan addressed the nurses and Rev. A. Norrbom gave diplomas to 
the eleven graduates. The Iowa Methodist Hospital, on June 14, held com- 
mencement exercises for a class of thirty-five nurses, at the First Methodist 
Church, Lieut. Alpha Kenna, Chaplain of the 352nd Infantry, being the principal 
speaker. Burlington. — Burlington Hospital graduated a class of seven, with 
exercises at the First Congregational Church on May 31. The Hon. J. J. Seerley, 
president of the Board of Trustees, gave the chief address, in which he mentioned 
that twelve of the graduates of the school are in Red Cross service, six in foreign 
lands and six in the home cantonments. Three of the new graduates are to enter 
service immediately. The married nurses of Burlington are expecting to do 
home defense work, by aiding in the care of the very sick during the war. 

Kansas. — The Kansas State Association of Nurses held its seventh annual 
meeting at Salina, May 15 and 16, with a registration of 75 members. The in- 
vocation was given by Bishop Sage; the cordial address of welcome by I. Litowich 
of the Chamber of Commerce; responses by Misses Fuller and Lil. The secre- 
tary's report showed a membership of 364. As the work of this officer has 
tripled during the past year it was decided to allow her a sum for clerical as- 
sistance, not exceeding $50. Election of officers was as follows : President, Sister 
Catherine Voth; vice president, Pearl Laptad, Salina; secretary, W. Pearl Martin, 
Topeka; treasurer, Kate Williams, Hutchinson. In November, 1917, the associa- 
tion affiliated with the Kansas Women's Federation of Clubs. The con- 
stitution and by-laws have been revised to meet the requirements of the 
American Nurses' Association. The delegates to the convention in Cleveland, 
Sister Catherine Voth and Miss Raiglet, brought back very enthusiastic report 
and stated that Kansas was one of twenty-five states ready for the reorganiza- 
tion. The State Association is going to ask the help of the legislature in raising 
the present standards of nursing by requiring a three-year course of training, 
by making the registration fee $10 and by providing for affiliation. It was also 
decided to create a state League of Nursing Education. The government is 
calling for 3,000 Red Cross nurses. Kansas' quota is 445. At present there are 
131 enrolled Red Cross nurses in the state. The Association will probably make 
a survey for Red Cross nurses and the members feel confident that Kansas will 
go over the top with its quota in this respect, just as it has done with every other 
war relief enterprise. Members to serve on the State Board of Registration for 
nurses were elected. A Red Cross meeting was held Wednesday evening at the 
Lamer Annex, Mrs. O'Keefe presiding. The program consisted of a musicale, 
an address, Loyalty, by the Hon. C. W. Birch, Salina, and an address by the Hon. 
J. D. Houston, Wichita, What the Allies Expect of the Profession. Lyda Ander- 
son, of the Southwestern Red Cross Division, gave a forceful address showing the 
relation of nursing work to the present war. On Thursday afternoon the mem- 
bers had the pleasure of hearing Elizabeth Shellabarger, a nurse from the Army 
Base Hospital at Fort Riley, who brought a most encouraging report as to the 
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good care the government is giving to the nurses at Fort Riley and of her own 
joy in this service. The following instructive addresses were given during these 
sessions : How One Kansas Town Met Its Public Health Problem, by Mrs. Virginia 
Knox Kimble; What Is Being Done by the Chamber of Commerce to Help Win 
the War, by T. S. Jamieson, secretary of the Salina Chamber of Commerce; and 
Nursing in Sweden Some Years Ago, by Mrs. Jennie Neilson Graf. The drill 
given by the squad from St. John's Military School, Salina, was most fitting at 
this time and really remarkable in its perfection. A vote of thanks was extended 
to the sisters and nurses of Salina for their welcome and cordial hospitality. 

Kentucky: Louisville. — The John N. Norton Memorial Infirmary held 
graduating exercises on April 25, at Christ Church Cathedral, for a class of 
eleven. A long procession of choir men and boys preceded the fifty nurses in 
uniform. Bishop Woodcock made a most appropriate address. All the graduates 
have signed for service with hospital units and will be released when needed. The 
Louisville City Hospital held its commencement in the auditorium of the hos- 
pital on May 16, for a class of nineteen, nine of whom were enlisted for base 
hospital work. A reception was given the class by the alumnae on May 15 at the 
nurses' home, preceded by the unfurling of a service flag with thirty-six stars. 
Miss Golden, superintendent of nurses, and Lucille Speake, surgical supervisor, 
have asked to be relieved of their hospital duties for war service. 

Louisiana. — The Louisiana Nurses Board of Examiners held its semi- 
annual examination at New Orleans and Shreveport on May 20-22 at which time 
one hundred applicants qualified as registered nurses, many of whom will enter 
the service of the Red Cross. 

Maine: Bangor. — The Eastern Maine General Hospital held graduating 
exercises on May 21 for a class of twelve. The address was made by Rev. Ashley 
A. Smith; the diplomas were presented by Prescott H. Vose, president of the 
Board of Trustees. 

Maryland. — The Maryland State Association of Graduate Nurses held a 
meeting in Cumberland, with Red Cross representatives, on May 28 and 29. Mrs. 
W. P. Henry, of Everett, Pa., spoke on Red Cross nursing. In the evening an 
open meeting was held, the object being to arouse nurses to a consciousness 
of their duty in the present crisis, at which Georgia M. Nevins, director of the 
Potomac Division of the Red Cross, was the principal speaker. Preceding this 
meeting a banquet was given by the alumnae of the Western Maryland and the 
Allegany Hospital, in honor of the visiting representatives. On the following 
morning a report of the Cleveland convention was read. This was followed by a 
luncheon given in honor of the guests, and later an automobile trip was enjoyed 
through the upper part of Allegany County. Cumberland. — The Allegany Hos- 
pital Alumnae Association entertained the graduating class, on June 11, with 
a boat ride and picnic. The graduate nurses of the Western Maryland and 
the Allegany Hospital held a banquet on April 8, at the Fort Cumberland Hotel, 
to promote fellowship. 

Massachusetts. — The Massachusetts State Nurses' Association held its 
fifteenth annual meeting on June 12, in Boston. Dr. Hughes, the acting president, 
read a letter from Miss Crandall, praising the copy of the Massachusetts Survey, 
which had been received by the Committee on Nursing, and asking that one 
hundred copies be sent to the Committee to be used as a guide for other states. 
Interesting papers were read by Miss Riddle, Miss Redfern, Miss Fiske and Miss 
Wood; and Miss Ross, in charge of the New England Division of the Nursing 
Service of the American Red Cross, gave a talk on Red Cross work and require- 
ments. Mrs. Flash spoke briefly about life in the hospital at Camp Devens. The

The Survey shows that 12,541 persons are engaged in nursing service in the 
state, that 1287 are engaged in war work, 3997 registered nurses, 2009 graduate 
nurses who are not registered, and 3210 student nurses. Eighty-six nurses have 
recently been made second lieutenants in the medical corps of the state guard, 
these being the first nurses in the country to attain that rank. Boston. — The 
Simmons College District Nursing Association Training School awarded 
certificates to ten nurses in public health work. The Boston City Hospital held 
graduating exercises for a class of thirty-five in the Cheever Amphitheatre on 
May 31. Addresses were made by Dr. George W. Gay and by the Mayor, Hon. 
Andrew J. Peters. The Boston Floating Hospital has been returned to civil 
service, after having been used by the government during the winter. The 
management is planning for but a very small number of post-graduates, as the 
affiliations from schools lacking pediatrics will supply its needs. There will be 
a group of young women, nurses' aids, some of them living at home, who wish to 
render service in this way and thus relieve the hospital of their upkeep. The 
Children's Hospital held graduating exercises on May 23, for a class of 21. 
The course has been shortened from three years and four months to three years. 
The school has affiliations with Simmons College, Massachusetts General Hospital, 
Manhattan Maternity and the Instructive District Nurses' Association. Six 
students are to be accepted from Vassar's intensive summer course. Thirty-five 
graduates are engaged in active war nursing in France, under the Children's 
Bureau. Anna L. Gibson, a graduate of the Boston City Hospital, will teach 
laboratory technic in Harvard Summer School. Simmons College and the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology will give a similar summer course, in compliance 
with the Government's request. Hilda George, a graduate of Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital, has gone to Europe as a third Edith Cavell nurse. The corner- 
stone of a great reconstruction base hospital was laid on June 15 on Parker 
Hill. This is the first of a series the Elks will erect to restore injured soldiers 
to lives of usefulness. Newton Lower Falls. — Newton Hospital held its graduat- 
ing exercises on June 6, when the Reverend Edward T. Sullivan spoke on Service. 
Mary M. Riddle, the superintendent of the hospital, has been given a year's leave 
of absence to organize the new Army Training School at Camp Devens. Lowell. — 
Lowell General Hospital dedicated its new two-story wing, accommodating 100 
patients, on May 29, and immediately following held its usual graduating ex- 
ercises for a class of ten. On May 31 the Alumnae Association of the hospital 
entertained the alumnae of the Lowell Corporation Hospital and St. John's 
Alumnae, at which the nurses were canvassed for Red Cross enrollment. The 
Middlesex County Branch of the state association held its annual meeting on 
June 6, at the Lowell General Hospital, at which Linda Richards, the honored 
guest, made an enthusiastic appeal to the nurses to serve their country, now, in 
whatever capacity they could. Maiden. — Charlotte M. Perry has resigned as 
superintendent of Maiden Hospital, a position she has held for the last eight 
years, to return to Faxon Hospital, Utica, N. Y. Her action was taken on the 
urgent request of the Board of Managers of the latter hospital. Rachel McEwen, 
a Massachusetts General Hospital graduate, is to succeed her. A new maternity 
ward has been opened at Maiden Hospital, thereby increasing the intake of pupils. 
Michigan. — The Michigan State Board of Registration of Nurses will 
hold an examination in the Upper Peninsula at Marquette on July 30 and 31. 
For further information, address the secretary, Harriet Leek, R.N., Oakland 
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Building, Lansing. The Board held examinations in Detroit on May 28 and 29, 
when, after a patriotic address, 135 of the 187 applicants expressed their willing- 
ness to enter the Red Cross service. The Michigan State Nurses' Association 
held its fourteenth annual meeting, and the State League held its fifth annual 
meeting, in the First Presbyterian Church, Bay City, May 21-23, at which time 
officers for the State Association were elected: President, Elizabeth Parker, East 
Lansing; vice presidents, Fantine Pemberton, Ann Arbor, Lucy E. Ramstead, 
Newberry; recording secretary, Annie M. Coleman, Lansing; corresponding sec- 
retary, Anna M. Schill, Hurley Hospital, Flint; treasurer, Christine Hendrie, 
Blodgett Memorial Hospital, Grand Rapids; councillors, Mrs. Lystra E. Gretter, 
Detroit, Ida M. Barrett, Grand Rapids; chairmen of committees, Ways 
and Means, Mrs. Effie M. Moore, Detroit; Credentials, Mrs. Effie Tyrel, Battle 
Creek; Nominating, Mrs. M. S. Foy, Battle Creek; Red Cross, Mrs. Lystra E. 
Gretter; Public Health, Ada P. Coleman, Grand Rapids; Legislative, Mary A. 
Welsh, Grand Rapids. Detroit. — A Red Cross Drive for enrolling nurses was 
held in Detroit. The local Red Cross Chapter paid the salary of a recruiting 
nurse, who interviewed the nurses personally, invariably enrolling them. Seventy- 
five nurses were enrolled in one week. Lansing. — The Ingham County Associa- 
tion has, during the past year, provided comfort kits for nine men going into 
service. It is carrying the dues for three members now in France. Six members 
are in service in the cantonments. The Association has sent, at different times, 
three boxes to the nurses in France. It is still responsible for the Lansing Free 
Children's Clinic. It responded to the Y. W. C. A. campaign for funds with 
$25.00; to the Women's Council of National Defense with $5.00. It has invested 
in twenty War Savings Stamps which will yield $100 at maturity. Twice it has 
sent out publicity letters for the Red Cross to every graduate nurse in District 
No. 7, including three counties, Ingham, Eaton and Clinton. It has reorganized 
and has been operating on the new plan since January 1. 

Missouri: Kansas City. — The Kansas City Graduate Nurses' Association 
at its regular meeting on June 5, received the returns of the fifteen local teams 
in the Red Cross Enrollment Drive, for the first three days. They reported 111 
for active service and 41 for home defense. On June 8, the teams reported again, 
the numbers having been increased to 168 for active service, and 65 for home 
defense. It is expected to continue this work even after the ten days' drive, 
until every available nurse is enrolled in some branch of the Red Cross Nursing 
Service. The Research Hospital graduated a class of sixteen nurses on May 16. 
The University Training School held commencement exercises on May 23, at 
which time five nurses received diplomas. The Nurses of Base Hospital Unit 
No. 28 took their oath of allegiance .at the Christian Church Hospital, on May 23. 
Short talks were given by Dr. Punton, Dr. Jackson, Dr. G. W. Robinson and Mr. 
Ridge. L. Eleanor Keely, chief nurse of the Unit, gave a very impressive talk, 
after which an informal luncheon was given to the nurses and their friends. 
The General Hospital Alumnae Association at its annual meeting in May, 
elected the following officers: President, Isabella Brandon; vice presidents, Alice 
Drennan, Teyra Egg; secretary, Byra Gaunce; treasurer, Blake Gann.

Virginia. — A bill to provide for the training and licensing of attend- 
ants for the sick under certain conditions was introduced into the Legisla- 
ture by the Legislative Committee of the Virginia State Association working in 
close association with the State Board of Nurse Examiners. The bill passed both 
Houses, was signed by Governor Davis in April, and became a law. The full text 
is given here: 

AN ACT 
To provide for the training and licensing of attendants for the sick under certain 

conditions 

April, 1918 

Whereas, by reason of war conditions a serious shortage of nurses is threat- 
ened; and, 

Whereas, it is imperative for the public safety that the standards of pro- 
fessional nursing should be maintained; 

1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Virginia, That the State Board 
of Examiners of Graduate Nurses may, in its discretion, authorize the establish- 
ment of centers of training for attendants for the sick; provide for the admission 
of persons applying for such training; prescribe the kind and duration thereof, 
the examination of persons completing the prescribed courses and the licensing 
of such persons to do such kind of nursing, public and private, and for the period 
of one year as such license may designate. 

2. The license fee at the first issuance of said license shall be two dollars 
and fifty cents ($2.50), to be paid to the State Board of Examiners of Graduate 
Nurses. 

The said license may be renewed by the said board annually, and the said 
board may revoke any license for cause after notice to the holder thereof and 
opportunity to answer any charges that may be preferred against such persons. 

3. Said Board of Examiners of Graduate Nurses shall have general super- 
vision of the attendants licensed by it, and may make reasonable rules and regu- 
lations for the conduct and employment of such attendants. 

4. Any person who shall show to the satisfaction of the board that he or 
she was engaged in the practice or care of the sick as an attendant undergraduate 
nurse, unregistered nurse or in any capacity other than that of a licensed trained 
graduate or registered nurse at the time of the passage of this act may be 
granted, at the discretion of the said board, a license as a licensed attendant with- 
out passing an examination; provided application therefor shall be made within 
six months after the passage of this act, and that such application shall be ac- 
companied by credentials of character and extent of training or experience. 

5. All persons who have duly received licenses in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act shall be known and styled as licensed attendants, and it shall 
be unlawful after six months from the passage of this act for any person to 
advertise as or to assume the title of licensed attendant or to use the abbreviation 
of L. A. or any other words, letters or figures to indicate that the preson using 
the same is a licensed attendant, and any person violating this provision of this 
section of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and punished by a 
fine of not more than one hundred dollars ($100) for the first offense, and not 
more than two hundred dollars ($200) for each subsequent offense. 

6. This act shall be effective only until the first day of July, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-two, at which time all the licenses granted hereunder shall 
expire. 
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7. This act shall not be construed to affect existing laws in relation to the 
examination, registration, and licensing of professional nurses. 

8. An emergency existing in the present state of war, this act shall be 
effective from its passage. 

Richmond. — The School of Social Work and Public Health is giving a summer 
course of six weeks which began in June, in addition to the one-year course which 
begins on October 1. Special attention is given to problems caused by the war. 

Washington. — The Washington State Graduate Nurses' Association held 
its thirteenth annual convention in Tacoma, May 30 and 31. The reports of the 
various country associations showed marked prograss. Yakima County Associa- 
tion was admitted to state membership, and Chelan County was taken in at the 
annual meeting, making seven county associations in the state. A three months' 
summer course in public health work for graduate nurses was announced, offered 
by the Washington Association for the Prevention and Relief of Tuberculosis, 
with the cooperation of the University of Washington. The course is to be 
directed by Mrs. Barbara H. Bartlett. Some very interesting papers were read, 
among them Miss Major's report of the national convention. The delegates en- 
joyed a trip to Camp Lewis while in Tacoma. An invitation from the Montana 
State Association to meet at Glacier Park in 1919, in joint meeting with Montana, 
Idaho and Oregon, was accepted. The following officers were elected: President, 
Ethel H. Butts, Spokane; vice presidents, Anna T. Phelps, Tacoma, Miss New- 
berg, Walla Walla; secretary, Beatrice Short, Spokane; assistant secretary, Mrs. 
Green, Seattle; treasurer, Mrs. Cummings, Tacoma; councillors for three years, 
Miss Loomis, Seattle, Bessie Smith, Miss Taylor, Spokane.

Because of this, the exercises were considerably cur- 
tailed. A memorial service was part of the program. Mr. B. W. Peterson, 
president of the Board of Directors of the hospital, presided and pre- 
sented the diplomas. Greetings were extended by the Ohio County Medical 
Society and Mary C. Wheeler, superintendent of the Illinois Training School, 
delivered the principal address. Mrs. Susan Cook, a graduate of the City 
Hospital (now the Ohio Valley General), and the first graduate nurse in this 
state, is celebrating her 25th anniversary in the nursing service this year. Mrs. 
Cook is president of the West Virginia State Association of Graduate Nurses 
and has recently been appointed State Visiting Nurse of the Anti-Tuber- 
culosis League of West Virginia. She has begun her work in the eastern part 
of the state, lecturing and organizing tuberculosis leagues. Mrs. Cook has al- 
ways been a faithful worker in every thing that stands for the betterment of 
nursing service, and it was through her untiring efforts that a bill was brought 
through the state legislature about two years ago for the standardization of 
training schools for nurses in the state of West Virginia. She has countless 
friends who wish her every success in her new work. The hospital has con- 
tributed fourteen nurses to the service of its country, two of these being now 
"somewhere in France" and one in public health work. The Wheeling Hospital 
held commencement exercises in the Carroll Club Auditorium, May 24, ten nurses 
graduating. Pour graduates of this school are in the service. Quite a number 
of Wheeling nurses attended the Cleveland convention.
